NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—As tho bands 


on the several warships at the navy yard 
played "the Star Spangled Banner" a new 
United States battleship slid down the 
ways into tlie water today. Many thous- 
ands of people witnessed tho launching of 
this, the first battleship built in a gov- 
ernment yard since the ill fated Maine, 
large crowds gathering at the navy yard 
and at various points on the Manhattan 
and Brooklyn sides of the East River. 


More thon 30,000 invitations wore is- 


»ued and but a few were not used. 


As the great hull began to slide down 


tho ways Miss Alice B. Welles grand 
daughter of Giddon Welles, of Connecti- 
cut, secretary of the navy during tho 
civil war, and who has been selected to 
christen the Connecticut, seized the cord 
attached to the bottle of champagne and 
attempted to dash it against the bow of 
tho battleship. She was not successful, 
however, and a. second attempt, made 
with the assistance of Admiral Rodgers, 
who stood by her side, failed. Just be- 
fore the big ship took the water, how- 
ever, a workman who had watched the 
scene from tho deck of the craft reached 
down over the bow, drew-up tho bottle 
and with a strong blow smashed it on 
tho ironsides.

TIIE WARSHIP CHRISTENED. 


On his bridge just below the christening 


stand, Naval 
Constructor Baxter, in 


charge of the launching, was connected 
by telephone with all parts of the ship 
nnd on hearing that everything was rea- 
dy he gave the signal to the workmen, 
passed tho word to Miss Wells, who 
broke the bottle of wine against tho bow 
and the great steel hull was on its way 
to the water. 


The last plate was riveted on the after 


turret yesterday and curly today Assis- 
tant Constructor Robinson with a force 
of men began work digging tho after 
blocks and the crib work under the stern 
and'replacing them by tumbling shores, 
which furnished support to the weight, 
but when the ship started to move, au- 
tomatically relieved themselves. 


A chorus of whistles from the vessels 


in the harbor drowned the strains of the 
warship's band nnd the big steel hull 
rude safely on the water. 


APPREHENSIONS RELIEVED. 


Owing to the rumors of the last few 


days of an attempt to wreck the new 
ship at the launching there was intense 
feeling of suspense among the spectators 
and the officials and employes at 
tho 


navy yard lest something would mar tho 
imprcMivencss of the ceremony, but ev- 
erything went off well. 
~~ PREPARATIONS COMPLETED. 


Everything was in readiness at tho 


New Y'ork navy yard this morning <xnd 
iguests began to arrive at nn early hour 
'to witness the launching of the b.ittlj- 
Bhip Connecticut, which was set for a few 
minutes after 11 o'clock, at high water. 


SPIRITED RACE IN PROGRESS. 
Tho Connecticut is a sister ship of tha 


Louisiana and both vessels were nuthor- 
ibcd by an act of congress in 1002.. The 
Connecticut was built in a government 
yard and under government supervision, 
while the Louisiana was built by a pri- 
vate ship building firm at Newport News, 
Va. Tho construction of both ships has 
been followed with keen interest as it 
was recognized that it was test of the 
government's ability to cope with private 
enterprise. Much depended on this com- 
petition of construction for if the Con- 
necticut is completed before the Louis- 
iana then most of the government ship 
building will be done by the"lattcr, and 
it is expected the New York navy yard 
will be the ship building center for.gov 
ornment work. 


The Connecticut when finished will be 


the finest and most powerful boat in the 
American navy and will rank with tho 
most powerful battleships of the navies 
of otJier nations. 


Notwithstanding the fact that n new 


plant had to be created for the construc- 
tion of the Connecticut, this vessel is but 
eight per cent behind the Louisiana, al- 
though laid down two months later. 


The last vessel ofcony size constructed 


at tho New York navy yard was the 


' ill-fated battleship Maine. 


DESCRIPTION OF WARSHIP. 


The ke»l of tbe Connecticut was lai< 


down on March 10, 1903, tie stern was 
erected on July 28, the first armor plac- 
ed aboard April 24, and the first boiler 
-shipped on July 7. 


Tho Connecticut is of steel with a trial 


displacement of 10,000 tons and a maxi- 
mum displacement of 17,770 tons. The 
vessel is 650 feet on the low water line, 
456.4 feet over all, 76.10 feet beam and 
24,6 feet draught.

The engines will be of the twin screw, 


vertical, four cylinder triple expansion 
typo with a combined horse power -of 
16,500 and these-will accumulate tf speed 
of 18 knots.

The Connecticut will carry three fun- 


, nels, two military masts, two main and 


four secondary turrets, and a main deck 
central battery. The armor has a total 
weight of 3,992 tons. 


THE'ARMOR PROTECTION. 
On each side amidships there is a 


steel belt 193 feet long, 0 feet 3 inches 
wide and eleven inches thick. 
Forward 


and aft of this belt is another, 9 inches 
thick, covering the- magazines. This is 
ended by 6 inch bulkheads. On the lower 
deck for 284.feet the armor is-6 inches 
thick and on the main deck; for 236 feet, 
where the central battery is, the armor 
is'7 inches thick.

CONNECTICUT'S ARMAMENT. 


Her armament will consist of -four 12

The Connecticut is to be fitted for use 


as a flagship, and when in commission 


•ill carry 42 officers and 761 men. She 
. not to exceed $4,212,000 in eost. 
This will be the third vessel to bear 


the name of Connecticut in the United 
States navy. The first was built at Mid- 
dletown, Conn., in 170S. The second was 


wooden side wheeler, purchased in 1801 


and used during the civil war. This ves- 
sel cost 8200,000 and was sold at auction 
fn 1865 for $13,000.

riage factory. The time was not ripe, 
however, and he sold the property to tho 
lato Jerome I. Case in which was made 
threshing machines. Mr. Palroetier en- 
tered the real estate business, platted 
many additions to the city • of Racine, 
among them, Palmetier and Tyrrell sub- 
division, covering a large portion of the 
west side. By fortunate investments, 
he accumulated valuable properties and 
made a fortune estimated at §75,000. It 
had always been his desire to establish 
tin old ladies' home, where the feeble 
women of llacine could live and be cared 
for during their declining years. 


PROVISION" IN HIS WILL. 


IIo died November 26, 1880. In his 


will he made his wife executrix and de- 
vised that she carry out the provisions 
of building the homo at a cost not less 
than $20,000. The property was in such 
shape that Mrs, Palmetier could not im- 
mediately carry out the desires of her 
husband.

Beneficial ;rains fell in Il- 
linois, Indiana, lower Michigan and por- 
tions of Iowa and Missouri, and showers 
delayed work in Minnesota and North 
Dakota, but elsewhere only light show- 
ers or no rain fell, tho conditions being 
favorable for gathering late crops. 


In the principal corn^producing states 


west of the Mississippi river late corn 
has experienced favorable weather condi-

MADISON, \Vis., Sept. 27.—According 


to a report made public by State Com- 
missioner of Banking M. C. Bcrgh tho 
365 stato and savings banks of Wisconsin 
aro in a strong and flourishing condition. 
The commissioner's report is based upon 
returns made to Jura by tho banks.at the 
close of business Sept. 0 last. Since the 
commissioner's report baaed upon re- 
turns of Juno 0 last there have been 
seven new stato banks incorporated, and 
two old ones located in La Crosse havo 
been converted into national banks, leav- 
ing a net gain of five state banks.

on the car and citizens who assembled. 


On June 10, just two days later, he 


pleaded guilty in the municipal court 
and was sentenced to the state prison at 
Waupun for a period of seven years, by 
Judge Smieding. At the time the man 
said he was 42 years old, an iron work- 
er, had been employed at South Chicago, 
was unmarried, did not have a relative 
in the world, that he was drunk when 
tho affair happened and was very sorry- 
He asked the court to be lenient.

NO WOMEN IN THE CHOIRS 


Archbishop Mcismer Sond« tetter in Re- 


gard to Maslo In Chotohefc 


Archbishop Mossmer, of the Milwau- 


kee diocese, has sent out an open letter, 
which will be of creat interest to the 
Catholics of Racine. The letter is in re- 
gard' to the changes that have boon de- 
manded in the music now in use in the 
Catholic churches in the diocese, and in 
this Letter the archbishop holds that it 
will be only a question of time when all 
female singers must be removed from 
the choirs of the Catholic churches m 
the country. He states that this change 
is not to be an immediate one but- that 
it will be made as soon as tho worship 
of tho churches can be upheld without 
tho nid of the women singers. 


It is to be remembered that this re- 


form comprises more than merely the 
abolishing of female choirs and the in- 
troduction of Gregorian chant. Its ob- 
ject is the restoration of true and ger- 
maine church music and the exclusion 
from church service of all secular, oper- 
atic nnd concert music. It means the 
introduction.everywhere of such music 
as will be in strict accordance with the 
spirit of tho liturgy. In this regard the 
papal decree has boon received with 
unanimous applause by the Catholics of 
America as well as of Europe.
